Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to al] applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1915, 849 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 383.888 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of tiade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the vegular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly tirms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board ot Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London. S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for british trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders’ generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

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BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


The first British Industries [air organised by the Board of 'T'rade was 
held in the Agricultural Hall, London, from 10th to 21st May of last 
year. The object of this Fair was to give British firms an opportunity 
of exhibiting goods of their own manufacture and to bring them into 
touch with both home and over-sea buyers. Admission to the Fair 
was by invitation of the Board of Trade, and the general principle 
was followed of restricting invitations to bond fide trade buyers. ‘The 
results obtained were exceedingly satisfactury, more than 30,000 
persons having visited the Fair during the eleven days on which it 
was open, and it is interesting to note that, in spite of the difficulties 
of foreign travel, over 300 foreign and colonial buyers, who had come 
from practically all parts of the the world, were amongst the visitors ; 
and the business transacted exceeded all expectations. 

At the unanimous request of the exhibitors at this first British 
[Industries Fair, the Board of ‘Trade consented to organise a second 
fair early in 1916, and, in order that it should in no way interfere 
with the manufacture of munitions and other Government supplies, 
it has been decided to confine the Fair this year to manufacturers in 
the following trades, viz.:—Toys and Games; China and EKarthen- 
ware ; Glass and Glassware ; Fancy Goods; Printing and Stationery. 

At the request of the President of the Board of Trade, the President 
of the Board of Education has consented to the Fair being held this 
year in part of the buildings of the Victoria and Albert Museum. 
The Fair will accordingly.be held in these buildings from 21st 
February to 3rd March. It had been ascertained that, owing to the 
removal of many exhibits to places of greater safety, space was avail- 
able in the Museum buildings which could be temporarily adapted to 
the purposes of the Fair without causing any serious inconvenience 
to the public or risk to the permanent exhibits. 

In asking the Board of Education to allow the Museum buildings 
to be used for this purpose, the Board of Trade were actuated by two 
principal considerations. In the first place it was ascertained that all 
the other suitable buildings in London were from one cause or 
another unavailable; and secondly it was felt that such a proposal 
was in accordance with the purpose which the Museum is designed 
to serve. As is stated in the general guide to the Museum, the 
primary object of its founders was to provide models for, and otherwise 
to aid, the improvement of such manufactures and crafts as are 
associated with decorative design. Hveryone who saw the articles 
exhibited at the Fair last May must have realised the extent to which 
commercial success involves excellence in decorative design. It is 
impossible to over-estimate the importance of this element; and if by 
the holding of the Fair in the Museum buildings manufacturers and 
buyers are brought into closer touch with the best specimens of 
artistic design which the country possesses, the utility of the Fair to 
the commerce and industry of the country may be greatly augmented. 


i ™ * * % 
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All space available for the Fair has been allotted, and the erection 
of exhibitors’ stands is approaching completion. A notice of the 
Fair has been communicated by cable to distant parts of the world, 
and H.M. Consuls and Trade Commissioners have been supplied with 
printed matter relating to the Fair as well as invitation cards therefor. 
In addition, over 20,000 invitations have been despatched directly to 
bor@ fide buyers and importers residing abroad. Although it is 
expected to despatch before the opening of the [air some 80,000 to 
100,000 invitations to bond fide buyers, merchants and exporters in 
the United Kingdom (including the firms who visited the British 
Industries lair in May last year), any buyers who, through inadver- 
tence, may not have received a card of invitation by 21st February 
and are desirous of visiting the Fair, are requested to apply for an 
invitation to the Director, British Industries Fair, Board of Trade, 
32, Cheapside, London, E. c.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY AMENDMENT 
ACT; 1916. 


The following is the text of an Act to amend the Trading with 
the Knemy Acts, which received the Royal Assent on 27th 
January, 1916: 

Be it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and ‘Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: 

1. Power to Deal with Businesses of Persons, etc., of Enemy 

Nationality or Associations. 

(1) Where it appears to the Board of Trade that the business 
carried on in the United Kingdom by any person, firm, or com- 
pany is, by reason of the enemy nationality or enemy association 
of that person, firm, or company, or of the members of that firm 
or company or any of them, or otherwise, carried on wholly or 
mainly for the benefit of or under the control of enemy subjects, 
the Board of Trade shall, unless for any special reason it appears 
to them inexpedient to do so, make an order either 

(a) prohibiting the person. firm, or company from carrying on 
the business, except for the purposes and subject to the 
conditions, if any, specified in the order; or 

(b) requiring the business to be wound up. 

The Board of Trade may at any time revoke or vary any such 
order, and may, in any case where they have made an order pro- 
hibiting or limiting the carrying on of the business, at any time, 
if they think it expedient, substitute for that order an order 
requiring the business to be wound up. 

(2) Where the Board of Trade make any such order they may 
at the same time or at any time subsequently appoint a controller 
to control and supervise the carrying out of the order and, if the 
case requires, to conduct the winding up of the business, and in 
any case where it appears expedient to the Board of Trade, the 
Board may, as occasion requires, confer on the controller such 
powers as are exercisable by a liquids itor in a voluntary winding- 
up of a company (inc ‘luding power in the name of the person, firm, 
or company, or in his own name, and by deed or otherwise, to 
convey or transfer any property, and power to apply to the High 
Court or a judge thereof to determine any question arising in the 
carrying out of the order), or those powers subject to such modi- 
fications, restrictions, or extensions as the Board think necessary 
or convenient for the purpose of giving full effect to the order, 
and the remuneration of and costs, ‘charges. and expenses incurred 
by the controller, and any remune ration payable and _ costs, 
charges, and expenses incurred in connection with the supervision 
or inspection of the business. whether before or after the passing 
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of this Act, to such amount as may be approved by the Board, 
shall be defrayed out of the assets of the business, and shall be 
charged on such assets in priority to any other charges thereon. 

In Kngland and Wales an official receiver may, if the Board of 
Trade think fit, be appointed controller. 

(3) The distribution of any sums or other property resulting 
trom the realisation of any assets of the business, whether those 
assets are realised as the result of an order requiring the business 
to be wound up or as the result of an order prohibiting or limiting 
the carrying on of the business, shall be subject to the same rules 
aus to preferential payments as are applicable to the distribution 
of the assets of a company which is being wound up, and those 
assets shall, so far as they are available for discharging unsecured 
debts, be applied in discharging such debts due to creditors who 
are not enemies in priority to the unsecured debts due to creditors 
who are enemies; and any balance, after providing for the dis- 
charge of liabilities, shall be distributed amongst the persons 
interested therein in such manner as the Board of Trade may 
direct: 

Provided that any sums or other property which had a state 
of war not existed would have been payable or transferable under 
this section to enemies, whether as creditors or otherwise, shall be 
paid or transferred to the custodian under the Trading with the 
Knemy Amendment Act, 1914 (5 Geo. 5, c. 12), to be dealt with by 
him in like manner as money paid to him under that Act. 

(4) Where there are assets of the business 1 enemy territory, 
the controller shal] Cause an estimate 10 be prepared ot the value 
of those assets and also of the liabilities of the business to creditors, 
whether secured or unsecured, in enemy territory, and of the 
claims of persons In enemy territory to partic ipate in the distri- 
bution of any balance available for distribution, and such liabili- 
ties and claims shall, for the purposes of this section, be deemed 
to have been satisfied out of such assets so far as they are capable 
of bearing them, and the balance (if any), of such liabilities and 
elaims shall alone rank for payment out of the other assets of the 
business. <A certificate by the controller as to the amount of such 
assets, liabilities, claims and balance shall be conclusive for the 
purpose of determining the sums available tor discharging the 
other liabilities and for distribution amongst other persons 
claiming to be interested in the business: 

Provided that nothing in this provision shall affect the rights of 
creditors of and other persons interested in the business against 
the assets of the business in enemy territory. 

(5) The Board of Trade may, on ap yplication for the purpose 
being made by a controller appointed under this section, after 
c onsidering the application and any objection which m: iy be made 
by any person who appears to them to be interested, erant him a 
release, and an order of the Board releasing the controller shall 
discharge him from all lability in respect of any act done or 
default “made by him in the exercise and performance of his 
powers and duties as controller, but anv such order mav be revoked 
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on proof that it was obtained by fraud or by suppression or 
concealment of any material fact. 

(6) If any person contravenes the provisions of any order made 
under this section he shall be guilty of a misdemeanour punish- 
able and triable in like manner as the offence of trading with the 
enemy, and section one of the Trading with the Enemy Act, 1914 
(4 & 5 Geo. 5 c. 87) shall apply accordingly. 

(7) Where an order under this section has been made as respects 
the business carried on by any person, firm, or company, no bank- 
ruptcy petition or petition for sequestration or summary sequestra- 
tion against such person or firm, or petition for the winding-up 
of such company, shall be presented, or resolution for the winding- 
up of such company passed, or steps for the enforcement of the 
rights of any creditors of the person, firm, or company taken, 
without the consent of the Board of Trade, but the Board of Trade 
may present a petition for the winding-up of the company by the 
court, and the making of an order under this section shall be a 
ground on which the company may be wound up by the court. 

(8) The Board of Trade shall from time to time prepare and 
lay before Parliament lists of the persons, firms, and companies as 
to whom orders have been made under this section, together with 
short particulars of such orders, and notice of the making of an 
order under this section prohibiting or limiting the carrying on 
of any business, or requiring any business to be wound up, shail 
be published in the London, Edinburgh, or Dublin Gazette, as the 
case may require. 

(9) Where a person, being a subject of His Majesty or of any 
State allied to His Majesty, is detained in enemy territory against 
his will, that person for the purposes of this section shall not be 
treated as an enemy or as being in enemy territory. 

(10) An order made under this section shall continue in force 
notwithstanding the termination of the present war until deter- 
mined by order of the Board of Trade. 

2. Provision as to Contracts against Public Interest. 


Where it appears to the Board of Trade that a contract entered 
into before or during the war with an enemy or enemy subject or 
with a person, firm, or company in respect of whose business an 
order shall have been made under section one of this Act is 
injurious to the public interest, the Board of Trade may by order 
cancel or determine such contract either unconditionally or upon 
such conditions as the Board may think fit, and thereupon such 
contract shall be deemed to be cancelled or determined accordingly. 

3. Extension of Powers to Appoint Inspectors and Supervisors. 

The power of the Board of Trade to appoint inspectors and 
supervisors under the Trading with the Enemy Acts, 1914 and 
1915, shall include a power to appoint an inspector or supervisor 
of the business carried on by any person, firm, or company in the 
United Kingdom for the purpose of ascertaining whether the 
business is carried on for the benefit of or under the control of 
enemy subjects, or for the purpose of ascertaining the relations 
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existing, or which before the war existed, between such person, 
firm, or company, or of any members of that firm or company, 
and any such subject; and the Board of Trade may require any 
inspector, supervisor, or controller appointed under the said Acts 
or this Act to furnish them with reports on any matters connected 
with the business. 


4. Power of Board of Trade to vest Enemy Property in Custodian. 


(1) The Board ot Trade, in any case where it appears to them to 
be expedient to do so, may by order vest in the custodian under 
the Trading with the Enemy Amendment Act, 1914, any property, 
real or personal (including any rights whether legal or equitable, 
in or arising out of property, real or personal), belonging to or 
held or managed for or on behalf of an enemy or enemy subject, 
or the right to transfer that property, and may by any such order, 
or any subsequent order, confer on the custodian such powers of 
selling, managing and otherwise dealing with the property as to 
the Board may seem proper. 

(2) A vesting order under this section as respects property of 
any description shall be of the lke purport and effect as a vesting 
order as respects property of the same description made by the 
High Court under the Trustee Act, 1893 (56 and 57 Vict. ce. 53), 
and shall be sufficient to vest in the custodian any property, or the 
right to transfer any property as provided by the order, without 
the necessity of any further conveyance, assurance, or document. 

(3) Where in exercise of the powers conferred on him by the 
Board of ‘Trade or by the court under this Act or by virtue of 
the ‘Trading with the Enemy Amendment Act, 1914, the 
custodian proposes to sell any shares or stock forming part of the 
capital of any company or any securities issued by the company 
in respect of which a vesting order under either of the said 
enactments has been made, the company may, with the consent 
of the Board of Trade, purchase the shares, stock, or securities, 
any law or any regulation of the company to the contrary not- 
withstanding, and any shares, stock, or securities so purchased 
may from time to time be re-issued by the company. 

(4) The transfer on sale by the custodian of any property shall 
be conclusive evidence in favour of the purchaser and of the 
custodian that the requirements of this section have been complied 
with. 

(5) All property vested in the custodian under this section, 
and the proceeds of the sale of, or money arising from, any such 
property shall be dealt with by him in like manner as money 
paid to and property vested in him under the Trading with the 
Enemy Amendment Act, 1914, and section five of that Act as 
amended by this Act shall apply accordingly. 


5. Duty of Enemy Subjects to make Returns as to Property. 


It shall be the duty of every enemy subject who is within the 
United Kingdom, if so required by the custodian, within one

month after being so required, to furnish the custodian with such 
particulars as to— 

(a) any stocks, shares, debentures, or other securities issued 
by any company, government, municipal or other 
authority held by him or in which he is interested ; and 

(6) any other property of the value of fifty pounds or upwards 
belonging to him or in which he is interested 

as the custodian may require, and if he fails to do so he shall, 
on conviction under the Summary Jurisdiction Acts, be liable 
to a fine not exceeding one hundred pounds, or to imprisonment 
with or without hard labour for a term not exceeding six months, 
or to both such a fine and imprisonment, and, in addition, to a 
further fine not exceeding fifty pounds for every day during 
which the default continues. 

6. Right of Custodian to have Enemy Patent Granted to Him. 

If the benefit of an application made by or on behalf or for 
the benefit of an enemy or enemy subject for any patent is, by 
an order under the Trading with the Enemy Amendment Act, 
1914, or this Act, vested in the custodian, the patent may be 
granted to the custodian as patentee and may, notwithstanding 
anything in section twelve of the Patents and Designs Act, 1907 
(7 Edw. 7, c. 29), be sealed accordingly by the Comptroller- Genet ‘al 
of Patents, Designs, and Trade Marks and any patent so granted 
to the custodian shall be deemed to be property vested in him by 
such order as aforesaid. 

7. Duration of Restrictions on Dealings with Enemy Property. 


Any restrictions imposed by any Act or Proclamation on dealings 
with enemy property shall continue to apply to property par- 
ticulars whereof are or are liable to be notified to the custodian 
in pursuance of section three of the Trading with the Enemy 
Amendment Act, 1914, as extended by any subsequent enactment, 
not only during the continuance of the present war, but there- 
after until such time as they may be removed by Order in Council, 
and Orders in Council may be made removing all or any of those 
restrictions either simultaneously as respects all such property 
or at different times as respects different classes or items of 
property. 

8. Registration of Transfer without Production of Certificates, etc. 


(1) Where the custodian executes a transfer of any shares, stock, 
or securities which he is empowered to transfer by a vesting order 

made under section four of the Trading with the Enemy Amend- 
ment Act, 1914, or under this Act, the company or other body 
in whose books the shares, stock, or securities are registered shall, 
upon the receipt of the transfer so executed by the custodian, and 
upon being required by him so to do, register the shares, stock, 
or securities in the name of the custédian or other transferee, 
notwithstanding any regulation or stipulation of the company 
or other body, and notwithstanding that the custodian is not in 
possession of the certificate, scrip, or other document of title 
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relating to the shares, stock, or securities transferred, but such 
registration shall be without inaiaiien to any lien or charge in 
favour of the company or other body or to any other lien or charge 
of which the custodian has notice. 

(2) If any question arises as to the existence or amount of any 
lien or charge the question may, on ‘4 ‘ation being made for the 
purpose, be “determined by the High Court or a judge thereof. 


9. Validity of Vesting Orders. 

Where a vesting order has been made under section four of 
the Trading with “the Enemy Amendment Act, 1914, or under 
this Act as respects any property belonging to or held or managed 
for or on behalf of a person who appeared to the Court or Board 
making the order to be an enemy or enemy subject, the order 
shall not nor shall any proceedings thereunder or in consequence 
thereof be invalidated or affected by reason only of such person 
having, prior to the date of the order, died or ceased to be an 
enemy or enemy subject or subsequently dying or ceasing to be 
an enemy or enemy subje ct, or by reason of its bei Ihe subseque ntly 
ascertained that he was not an enemy or an enemy subject, as 
the case may be. 

10. Power to Refuse Registration of Companies in Certain Cases, etc. 

(1) Where on an application for the registration of a company 
it appears to the Registrar of Joint Stock Companies that any 
subscriber of the memorandum of association or any proposed 
director of the company is an enemy subject, he may refuse to 
register the company. 

(2) No allotment or transfer of any share, stock, debenture, 
or other security issued by a company made after the passing of 
this Act to or for the benefit of an enemy subject, shall, unless 
made with the consent of the Board of Trade, confer on the allottee 
or transferee any rights or remedies in respect thereof, and the 
company by whom the security was issued shall not take any 
cognisance of or otherwise act upon any notice of @ny sue h 
transfer exce pt by leave of a court of competent jurisdiction or 
of the Board of Trade. 

If any company contravenes the provisions of this section the 
company shall be liable on conviction under the Summary 
Jurisdiction Acts to a fine not exceeding one hundred pounds, 
and every director, manager, secretary, or other officer of the 
company who is knowingly a party to the default shall be liable 
on conviction to a fine for a like amount or to imprisonment, 
with or without hard labour, for a term not exceeding six months. 

(3) Where the right of nominating or appointing a director 
of a company is vested in any enemy or enemy subject, the 
right shall not be exerciseable except by leave of the Board oi 
Trade, and any director nominated or appointed in exercise ol 
such right shall, except as aforesaid, cease to hold office as 
director.

11. Power of Court to Order Winding-up of Companies in Certain 
Circumstances. 

Where the Board of Trade certify that it appears to them 
that a company registered in the United Kingdom is carrying 
on business either directly or through an agent, branch, or sub- 
sidiary company outside the United Kingdom, and that in 
carrying on such business it has entered into or done acts which 
if entered into or done in the United Kingdom would constitute 
the offence of trading with the enemy, the Board of Trade may 
present a petition for the winding-up of the company by the 
court, and the issue of such a certificate shall be a ground on 
which the company may be wound up by the court, and the 
certificate shall for the purposes of the petition, be evidence of 
the facts therein stated. 

12. Amendment of 5 Geo. 5, c. 12, s. 5. 

In subsection (2) of section five of the Trading with the Enemy 
Amendment Act, 1914, for the words “by whose order any 
‘property belonging to an enemy was vested in the custodian 
‘“under this Act or of any court in which judgment has been 
“recovered against an enemy’’ there shall be substituted the 
word “ thereof.’’ 

13. Fees Payable to Custodian. 

Kor removing doubts, it is hereby declared that the custodian 
under the Trading with the Enemy Acts, 1914 and 1915, has 
and shall be deemed always to have had power to charge such 
tees in respect of his duties under that Act and this Act, whether 
by way of percentage or otherwise as the Treasury may fix, and 
such fees shall be collected and accounted for by such persons in 
such manner and shall be paid to such account as the Treasury 
direct, and the incidence of the fees as between capital and income 
shall be determined by the custodian. 


14. Mode of Action by Board of Trade. 

All things required or authorised under the Trading with the 
Enemy Acts, 1914 and 1915, or this Act to be done by, to or before 
the Board of Trade may be done by, to, or before the President or 
a Secretary or an Assistant Secretary of the Board of Trade, or 
any person authorised in that behalf by the President of the Board 


of Trade. 
15. Definitions. 


In this Act the expression “enemy subject ’’ means a subject of 
a State for the time being at war with His Majesty, and includes 
a body corporate constituted according to the laws of such a State. 


16. Short Title and Construction. 

This Act may be cited as the Trading with the Enemy Amend- 
ment Act, 1916, and shall be construed as one with the Trading 
with the Enemy Acts, 1914 and 1915, and those Acts and this Act 
may be cited together as the Trading with the Enemy Acts, 1914 
to 1916.

CUSTOMS (WAR POWERS) ACT, 1916. 


The tollowing is the text of an Act to amend the Customs (War 
Powers) Acts, 1915, which received the Royal Assent on 27th 
January, 1916: 

Be it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by ana 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament asse mbled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: 


1. Notice of Seizure of Goods Seized under 5 Geo. 5, c. 31, s. 6; 
5 & 6 Geo. 5, c. 71. 


Where in pursuance of the powers contferre d by section six of the 
Customs (War Powers) Act, 1915, as extende d by section two of 
the Customs (War Powers) (No. 2) Act, 1915, any goods have been 
seized on the ground that the Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise have reason to suspect that the country of origin of the 
goods is an enemy country, or that the goods are being imported 
in contravention of the law relating to trading with the enemy, the 
notice of the seizure required by section two hundred and seven of 
the Customs Consolidation Act, 1876 (39 & 40 Vict. c¢. 36) to be 
given to the owner of the goods may, if the owner has no address in 
the U nited Kingdom, be given by the publication of a notice of 
the seizure in the London, Edinburgh, or Dublin Gazette, as the 
case may require. 

2. Provisions as to Declarations as to Ultimate Destination of 
Exported Goods. 

(1) Subsection (1) of section 5 of the Customs (War Powers) 
Act, > om as amended by section one of the Customs (War 
Powers) (No. 2) Act, 1915, shall apply to cases where a declaration 
as to the sear or country to w hom any goods are ultim: itely 
destined is made ina shipping document lodged after shipment, in 
like manner as it applies to a declaration made in the course of 
making entry before shipment. 

(2) In the case of proceedings taken under the said subsection, 
an averment in the information that the defendant has failed to 
produce evidence to the satisfaction of the Commissioners that - 
goods in question have not reached a person who is an enemy, 
treated as an enemy, or a country which is enemy, or road as 
enemy, under any law for the time being in force relating to 
trading with the enemy shall be sufficient unless the defendant 
proves to the contrary. 

3. Action in Anticipation of Restriction of Exports. 

(1) Pending the issue of a Proclamation or the making of an 
Order in or of Council under section eight of the Customs and 
Inland Revenue Act, 1879, or under the Exportation of Arms 
Act, 1900 (as ae in each case by any subsequent enactment) 
(42 & 43 Vict. ec. 21, 63 & 64 Viet. c. 44), prohibiting or restricting 
the export: him of any article, wy Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise shall, if the Board of Trade so direct, have power to take 
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any action tor preventing the exportation of that article as if the 
Proclamation or Order were in force at the time. 

(2) Where, before the passing of this Act, any Proclamation or 
Order under either of the said Aets as so amended has been issued 
or made and in anticipation thereof the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise have taken any action for pre venting the ¢ ‘xportation ot 
any articles subseque “thy comprised 1 in the Proclamation or Order, 
such action of the Commissioners shall be deemed to have been as 
valid in all respects as if the Proclamation or Order had been in 
force at the time when such action was taken. 


4. Penalty for Attempting to Ship Goods in Contravention of Order 
under 39 & 40 Vict. c. 36, s. 139. 
The tollowing subsection shall be added to section five of the 
Customs (War DP owers) Act, 1915: 

‘lf any person who is required by any order ot the Com- 
missioners of Customs and Excise under section one hundred 
and thirty-nine of the Customs Consohdation Act, 1876, to 
make entry and obtain clearance betore shipment attempts to 
ship any eoods in contravention of the order. he shall be 
liable in respect of each offence to a penalty of one hundred 
pounds, without prejudice to the operation of any other pro- 
visions of that seetion or any other provisions of that Act.’ 


5. Application of s. 6 of the Customs (War Powers) Act, 1915. 


Section six of the Customs (War Powers) Act, 1915, shall apply 
to all goods which at the commencement of this Act are under 
detention as being of suspected enemy origin, notwithstanding 
that they were origimally detained or imported into the United 
Kinedom before the commencement ot the first-mentioned Act. 


6. Short Title and Construction. 

This Act may be cited as the Customs (War Powers) Act, 1916, 
and shall be construed as one with the Customs (War Powers) Act, 
1915: and the Customs (War Powers) (No. 2) Act, E915. and those 
Acts and this Act may be cited together as the Customs (War 
Powers) Acts. 1915 and 1916. 





PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION OF UNSET 
DIAMONDS INTO BRITISH INDIA FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM. 


The Government of India have asked the Secretary of State for 
India to make it known that, with effect from the 15th February, 
they propose to prohibit the importation of unset diamonds from the 
United Kingdom into British India, except under licences which will 
be subject to the provision that the diamonds concerned shall be 
despatched through the registered parcel post and under the seal of 
the Diamond Export Committee, Union Bank Buildings, Ely Place, 
London, E.C. (C.1.B. 4,626.) 
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TRADING IN WAR MATERIAL. 


The Minister of Munitions desires to call attention to the fact that 
acetone has been classified as an important constituent of military 
explosives, and that dealings in it are now subject to the restrictions 
imposed under Defence of the Realm Regulation 304A. 

| Note.—Regulation 380A provides that no person shall, without 
a permit, trade in any war material to which this Regulation 
may be applied by order of the Admiralty or Army Council or the 
Minister of Munitions. See notice on p. 21 of the “ Board of Trade

EXPORT OF HEAVY HIDES FROM ITALY TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM ; 
EXPORT OF DACCA KIPS FROM INDIA AND THE 
UNITED KINGDOM. 


An agreement has been made between the War Office and the 
[Italian Ministry of War whereby the latter undertake to release for 
the benefit of the War Office a certain quantity of heavy Italian hides 
per week, required for the production of boot soles for army boots. 
In return, the War Office have made arrangements with the Govern- 
ment of India and the War Trade Department to prohibit the export, 
except under licence, of Dacca Kips under 8 lbs. in weight from 
India and the United Kingdom, and to issue export licences only if 
the kips have been offered to the Italian Ministry of War and refused 
or not purchased within one month of the date of offer. 

All persons desiring to export from the United Kingdom Dacca 
Kips of the weights specified should therefore offer them, in the first 
place, to the Secretary, Commission Internationale de Ravitaillement, 
India House, Kingsway, London, W.C. (C. 3,907.) 





ENEMY AGENTS ABROAD. 


Lhe Board of Trade desire to call the attention of shipowners 
and merchants to the numerous cases of fire and explosion which 
have occurred under circumstances pointing to foul play, not 
only on British ships, but also on neutral ships carrying cargoes 
on British account or to the United Kingdom. Great ingenuity 
is used by enemy agents, and in one instance it was found that 
wood used for packing purposes had been so treated as to burst 
into flame under the slightest friction. 

Shipowners and merchants and all persons interested in the 
shipment of cargo at foreign ports are advised to satisfy them- 
selves that no firm in which there is any enemy interest shall 
have anything to do with the handling of the ship or cargo in 
which they are interested. 
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SHIPMENT OF NON-PROHIBITED GOODS TO 
ENEMY SUBJECTS IN. SWITZERLAND. 


‘he Board of Trade desire to warn exporters of articles to Switzer- 
land, the exportation of which from the United Kingdom to that 
Country is not prohibited, that, although a licehce for such goods is 
not required, they should take every precaution to ascertain that the 
consignee is not a person or house of enemy nationality domiciled in 
Switzerland, since the fact of such enemy destination might entail a 
refusal by the French Railway Company to carry the goods, owing to 
the French law which prohibits all transactions with enemy subjects, 
wherever domiciled. 

This notice does not apply to any non-prohibited articles which, by 
virtue of the Royal Proclamation of the 22nd December (see _ pp. 806-7 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 23rd December), are required to 
be consigned to the Société Suisse de Surveillance Kconomique. 





CONSIGNMENT TO CONSULS IN GREECE. 


Warning to Shippers. 

The attention of the Board of Trade has been called to a practice 
on the part of shippers of consigning their goods to His Majesty’s 
Consular Officers in Greece and sending to them bills of lading and 
invoices, for delivery to third parties, and even requesting them to 
make arrangements for transhipment where necessary. It is 
impossible for His Majesty’s Consular Officers, who are already over- 
burdened with other duties, to undertake work of this character ; and 
shippers are accordingly warned not to consign their goods to His 
Majesty’s Consular Officers in Greece unless expressly so authorised 
or directed by His Majesty’s Government.

COAL AND COKE SUPPLIES. 
Committees Appointed. 

Owing to the increasing demands of industries connected with 
the War the difficulties with regard to fuel supplies to which 
the Board of Trade called attention on the 1st December last 
{sec notice on p. 594 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 2nd 
December) have become more pressing in certain districts. It 
was decided, therefore, to appoint, on the nomination of the 
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various Coalowners’ Associations, District Coal and Coke Supplies 
Committees, with the object of ensuring that munition firms 
and other important consumers obtain the supplies they need with 
as little delay and friction as possible. The question whether 
licences for the export of coal and coke can be issued will neces- 
sarily depend largely upon the home demand being satisfactorily 
supplied, 

Committees have been formed or are in course of formation 
in the following districts : — 

1. Scotland; 2. Northumberland; 3. Durham; 4. Cumber- 
land; 5. Lancashire, Cheshire and North Wales; 6. West 
Yorkshire; 7. South Yorkshire; 8. Nottingham, Derby and 
Leicester; 9. Staffordshire, Warwickshire and Shropshire; 
10. South Wales; and 11. Somersetshire and Forest of Dean, 
and Bristol Coalfield. 

It will be the business of these Committees to see that the 
resources of their districts are utilised to the best advantage and 
that the requirements of important industries are fully met. Any 
recommendations that they may be able to make with a view to 
greater economy in the use of coal will be carefully considered. 

It is not proposed to confer any special powers on these Com- 
mittees. It is felt that both coalowners and consumers realise 
that the industries connected with the War must have precedence, 
and that some interference with the normal distribution of coal 
at the present time cannot altogether be avoided. 

Mr. Runciman has appointed the following gentlemen to be a 
Committee to consider all questions relating to the distribution of 
eoal and coke that may be referred to them from time to time by 
the Board of Trade or submitted by the District Coal and Coke 
Supplies Committees : — 

Mr. W. F. Marwood, C.B. (Board of Trade), Chairman; 
Sir Richard A. 8. Redmayne, K.C.B. (H.M. Chief Inspector 
of Mines), Vice-Chairman; Mr. H. F. Carlill (Board of 
Trade); Commander T. Fisher, R.N. (Admiralty); Mr. J. C. 
Hamilton Greig; Mr. F. J. Jones; Mr. Leonard W. Llewelyn 
(Ministry of Munitions); Mr. Arthur H. Pease; Mr. K. W. 
Price (Ministry of Munitions); Mr. F. Tatlow (Railway 
Executive Committee); and Mr. W. Walker (Deputy Chief 
Inspector of Mines) ; 

Mr. W. A. Lee (Board of Trade) and Captain C. E. Williams 
(Ministry of Munitions) will act as Secretaries to the Committee. 





CONSUMPTION OF SUGAR. 
Projected Restriction of Importation. 

The Royal Commission on the Sugar Supply issues the following 
statement :— 

Owing to the great shortage of tonnage and the consequent 
necessity of deciding what proportion of the amount available shall be 
allocated to sugar requirements, having regard to the claims of other 
articles of import and to the demands of the public services, the 
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Royal Commission on the Sugar Supply finds that it will be necessary, 
during the coming months, to restrict the importation of sugar within 
narrower limits than have hitherto obtained. The supplies of sugar 
at disposal for consumption will therefore be appreciably reduced. 

In spite of the fact that since the beginning of the war the price of 
sugar has been never less than 50 per cent. above the normal, and is 
now practically double, there has been no considerable or general 
reduction in the amount consumed. It is therefore evident that 
turther economies in its use can be effected, and the Commission 
desires to impress upon the public the urgency of the obligation to 
use every effort to effect such economies. It accordingly requests 
all classes to reduce their consumption not only of sugar, as such, 
but also of jams, biscuits, sweetmeats, chocolate and other goods, of 
which sugar is an important constituent. If due care is exercised 
and individual consumption is kept within reasonable limits, such 
restriction will not cause anything in the nature of a shortage of 
adequate supplies of these foodstuffs and will afford no ground for an 
increase in prices. A reduction in consumption will afford material 
assistance in solving the problem of tonnage and will in this way 
help to keep down the prices of other commodities. Moreover, as all 
sugar consumed here is imported from abroad, economies in its use 
will tend to influence rates of exchange in favour of this country. 





TRADE WITH CHINA AND SIAM.

CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN UNITED KINGDOM 
AND NEUTRAL COUNTRIES. 


The Secretary of the War Office announces that, owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining the services of an adequate number of properly 
qualified linguists as censors of postal correspondence, private letters 
between the United Kingdom and neutral countries may be con- 
siderably delayed unless they are written in one of the following 
languages :—English, or one of the Celtic languages spoken in the 
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United Kingdom, French, Russian, Italian, Japanese, Flemish, and 
Serbian. Correspondents are therefore advised in their own interests 
to write their letters in one of these languages and preferably in 
English or French. 

Every effurt will be made to forward expeditiously business letters 
written in a language other than those mentioned above; but, in 
order to minimise the risk of delay, English or French should 
whenever possible be used in such communications also. 

Persons or firms who expect to receive letters from neutral 
countries are advised to warn their correspondents in this sense.

Enemy Businesses in Russia under Compulsory Liquidation.

SILVER COINAGE LAW IN PERU, 
According to a recent issue of ‘* Commerce Reports ” (Washington) 


the President of Peru promulgated on 14th December the Silver 


Coinage Bill which had passed both Houses of Congress at the first 
extra session. 

The chief provisions of the new Law are as follows: Silver is to be 
coined at the rate of 200,000 soles (about £20,000) monthly in pieces 
of one sol (about 2s. at par), one-half, one-fifth, one-tenth, and one- 
twentieth sol; silver will be coined temporarily for private parties at 
a fee only sufficient to cover the cost of coinage, the parties availing 


themselves of this privilege being required to deliver 50 per cent. of 


their newly coined silver to the National Treasury in exchange for 
bank notes; the silver deposits in banks in Lima and Callao are to be 
reduced to 3 per cent. of the fiduciary currency in hand, the surplus 
silver to be exchanged for bank notes; speculation in silver is pro- 
hibited under penalty to both parties involved in such speculation ; 
the circulation of private currency or “vales” in place of silver is 
prohibited, and a period of 90 days is fixed for the withdrawal from 
circulation of the private currency now in use. 

The purpose of the new Law is to remedy the difficulties created by 
the scarcity of silver currency. 
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NEW ZEALAND (DUNEDIN).—Reterring to the statement in his 
earlier report on trade conditions in Dunedin district (see p. 314 of 
last week’s issue of the “ Board of Trade Journal”) that no expansion 
of business could be looked for until present difficulties in the way 
of obtaining supplies from abroad have been removed, the Imperial 
Trade Correspondent at Dunedin (Mr. W. T. Monkman) writes, 
under date 23rd December, as follows :— | 

The trouble in this connection has since become somewhat acute, 
especially as regards hardware merchants’ requirements, stocks of 
which are very low. With the steady advance in prices, and the 
prospects of delay 1 in the execution of indents, the outlook for this 
branch of trade is not favourable. 

The building trade, and others connected with it, may be described 
as fairly active, but a large part of the work in hand will soon be 
completed, and there is not much new work of any importance in 
sight. | 

All branches of engineering are well employed, and woollen mills 
and other clothing factories are working at high pressure to meet 
Jovernment requirements for military purposes, and to supply the 
needs of the Christmas trade. Retailers, generally, report very 
satisfactory business. 

The export of the principal products of the district promises to be 
a very large one, and to realise high prices ; while importations are 
on a restricted scale. It is certain, therefore, that the present ample 
supply of money will be largely augmented during the next few 
months. (C.L.B. 3,822.)

SOUTH AFRICA (JOHANNESBURG)— The following account of, 
trade conditions in Johannesburg in 1915 is taken from the issue 
of the “South African Mining Journal” (Johannesburg) of let 
January :-— 

The big firms carrying heavy stocks have had on the whole a very 
fair year for business. ‘lhe mines seem to have purchased heavily 
in fits and starts, so that when lulls came plans and calculations 
were upset. It is estimated that the mines have almost doubled 
their stores on hand as compared with a year ago, which in a measure 
accounts for the prevailing dullness. ‘Those firms who originally had. 
stocks of doubtful lines, which had been superseded by newer and. 
better goods, have been enabled to sell old stocks through the, 
uncertamty of obtaining goods from oversea. In consequence of 
this uncertainty, South African lecal foundries have been called upon, 
to undertake work which not long ago seemed an impossibility tor 
them. ‘The weak feature has been amongst the smaller merchants, 
commission men, and, in a lesser degree, representatives of oversea 
firms who carry no stock but confine themselves to indenting for 
goods. ) 
Business as. a rule has been quite good in all heavy lines for main-, 
tenance works and the everyday upkeep of the producing mines. 
However, those having spot goods secured most of the prizes as come, 
pared with forward orders, as merchants have been chary throughout. 
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the year of absolutely guaranteeing the completion of orders at any 
given time. As a result of judicious enquiries the year’s trading can 
be summed up as being quite good and profitable for the firms 
carrying big stocks, but for those who rely upon obtaining goods 
from oversea to supply orders, the business actually done and the 
profits earned have been on the small side. 

The great outstanding feature of the year has been the bid made 
by America and Canada to secure a very strong footing in the South 
African market, and so far considerable success has been attained in 
that direction, especially in mining material, steel, and hardware 
goods. Another feature has been the extraordinary fillip given to 
South African manufacturers in their efforts in making bar and 
angle iron from “scrap,” of which there was a superabundance as a 
result of the accumulations from the railways and mines ever since 
these were first established. Further, the South African cement 
industry has gone ahead by leaps and bounds, simply because 
imports of cement have become less and less owing to military 
requirements in Europe. 

The timber trade has not altogether been over-brilliant, for 
although there have been spasmodic spells of activity in the building 
trade, yet it has not been consistently good. The mines have bought 
a little more freely since the report of the Earth Tremors Com- 
mission, but not on a sufficiently large scale to make up for the 
slackness in the building trade.

JAPAN (KOBE).—H.M. Consul-General at Kobé (Mr. R. G. E. 
Forster) reports that one result of the war will be to stimulate the in- 
dustries of Osaka, the main part of whose foreign trade is done by 
Kobé. Industries, which were being slowly worked up against the 
competition of the imported articles, have suddenly been given a free 
field. To how great an extent they will profit by the occasion to 
establish themselves firmly against the time when they have again to 
face competition remains to be seen, but it seems clear that after the 
war importers of manufactured goods will be faced with greater diffi- 
culties than formerly. 

As to the effect on British trade it is difficult to speak. The 
elimination of German and Austro-Hungarian competition would 
appear at first sight to afford a splendid opportunity, but as far as 
can be seen at present manufacturers and merchants in the United 
Kingdom have their hands too full to capture new trade. For the 
present, therefore, it 1s rather a question of how much of the old 
trade in machinery and metals, for instance, can be maintained. 

As regards metals, conditions have so entirely changed owing 
to the war, that little reference to the earlier situation is needed, and 
there is little to be said about British trade subsequent to the war, 
except that the difficulty of obtaining supplies precludes any business 
except in a few lines. The depression of 1913 developed into a crisis. 
Many of the importing firms carried stocks which had been thrown 
on their hands by dealers unable to take them up owing to the bad 
market. In certain cases these stocks were very heavy and the 
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outlook was far from promising, but when war broke out, prices 
immediately jumped up and stocks were cleared off. Since then, 
though there was a temporary reaction, prices have continued to rise, 
and supplies having become impossible from the Kuropean continent, 
and more and more restricted from the United Kingdom, trade tends 
to be monopolised by the United States. In pig iron the import of 
Cleveland iron had already been affected by imports of Indian pig 
and the re-opening of the Hangyang mines. In plates and sheets 
the activity of shipbuilding yards has rendered the depression less 
in this than in other lines. ‘The trade in galvanised sheets is 
dwindling as a result of the local manufacture, and the drop in the 
import of wire nails from 239,000 piculs in 1912 to 25,000 piculs 
in 1914 is even more striking. 

The war has revolutionised zinc refining in Japan. Hitherto the 
two refining concerns at Amagasaki, near Osaka, and Miike, in 
Kyushiu, have been slowly feeling their way. As a result of the war 
great activity has been shown in connection with military require- 
ments, considerable extensions have been made, and it is anticipated 
that when all the works contemplated are in working order they will 
be in a position to deal with the whole of Japan’s output of zinc ore. 

Imports of lead in 1914 were less than in 1913 owing to the 
depression during the first half of the year. ‘Towards the end of the 
year prices soared, and the decreased shipments from Australia opened 
the way for purchases of American lead, which was accordingly im- 
ported to the extent of 28,000 piculs. 

‘bere was a decline in imports of machinery from £1,697,000 in 1913 
to £1,342,000 in 1914. All classes of machinery shared in this de- 
crease, which, speaking generally, was due at first to the Government 
policy of retrenchment, combined with the general depression, and 
latterly to the difficulty of obtaining supplies from Europe. The 
making of machinery in Osaka and Japan generally is increasing 
yearly. ‘To give a few instances: the demand for oil and gas engines 
is met largely by locally-made engines ; while in machine pumps, water 
turbines, cranes, dynamos, motors, locomotives, and in many other 
classes of machinery, imports are feeling the effect of local competition. 

Since the outbreak of war the difficulty which British firms ex- 
perience in accepting orders for prompt delivery has diverted many 
orders which might have been expected to go to the United

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UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WIT AUSTRALIA. 


Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for 
H.M. Trade Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions 
to visit the United Kingdom officially from time to time, so that 
manufacturers and merchants may have the opportunity of consulting 
them on any matters connected with their business, or of obtaining 
information as to. the possibilities of extending their trade, it has 
been arranged for H.M. Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. G. T. 
Milne) to pay an official visit to this country. 

Mr. Milne, who is expected to arrive about the middle of March, will 
be prepared to interview (by appointment) representatives of those firms 
who may be able to see him in London at the offices of the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. He will after- 
wards visit such trade and industrial centres in the United Kingdom 
as it may appear most advantageous to visit in view of applications 
that may be received from firms in or near those centres, and from 
Chambers of Commerce. 

In order that appointments may be satisfactorily arranged, firms who 
may desire to have an interview with Mr. Milne are requested to make 
their application as soon as possible. Such applications should be 
addressed to the Director, Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 1'.C. The reference number 
(CLB. 4260/16) should be quoted, 

H.M. ‘Trade Commissioner’s visit 1s particularly opportune at the 
present time, when United Kingdom manufacturers are attempting 
to capture trade hitherto done by enemy firms in Australia, and it is 
anticipated that a very large number of firms will wish to take 
advantage of this opportunity to consult him. Among the matters 
in Australia in regard to which he is prepared to give information 
and advice are the appointment of agents, methods of marketing and 
distribution, terms of payment. names of probable buyers of British 
goods, statistics of imports, and rates of Customs duties. 

lt may be stated that one of the yrincipal duties of H.M. Trade 
Commissioners 1s to report to the Board of ‘Trade promptly, and it 
possible in advance, any opportunities which may arise in the 
Dominions in the form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way 
for the development of British trade. ‘The Commissioners also report 
to the Board periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competi- 
tion and other matters of commercial interest, including changes in 
Customs duties and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes 
in regard to means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and 
commerce ; and they furnish periodically classified lists of importers 
and buyers in the Dominions. A good deal of the information so 
furnished is published by the Commercial Intelligence Branch in the 
‘ Board of ‘Trade Journal,” some is communicated to Chambers of 
Commerce likely to be specially interested and to those United King- 
dom firms whose names are inscribed in the Special Register of the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch (see notice on p. 374), and some-— 
e.g., lists of names of traders at particular places, detailed Customs 
regulations affecting particular matters, and similar information—is 
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filed at the Commerciai. Intelligence Branch for the information of 
firms and persons interested who may apply, either personally or by 
letter. 

The Trade Commissioners also reply to all enquiries which may be 
addressed to them by British manufacturers and merchants, but it 1s 
generally desirabie that enquiries should be made first of the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, which is often in possession of the 
information sought, and is thus in a position to save enquirers much 
delay. (C.1.B. 4,266.) 





TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKETS ABROAD. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of ‘Trade 
invites applications from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of extending their trade in 
markets abroad. Such applications should specify the countries 
for which information is desired, and indicate— 

(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires 
information, and 

(b) The particular points in regard to which he especially wants 
to be informed. 

Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would 
make their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving 
more precise information. It would also be in their interest to state 
whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade in the 
countries in question, whether they are represented by agents there, 
and if so by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their repre- 
sentation. 

Applicants for information may apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the Dominions, 
the correspondents of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade in other parts of the Empire, and to H.M. Consular 
Officers in foreign countries, but it is generally desirable that they 
should apply, in the first instance, to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., because by the adoption 
of this course much delay may be avoided in those cases in which 
the Branch is already in possession of the required information.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JANUARY, 1916." 


I.— GENERAL. 

The trade returns for January, 1916, when compared with those 
for January, 1915, show increases in the value of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, of the Exports of the Produce and Manu- 
factures of the United Kingdom, and also in the value of the Exports 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in January was £74,948,241, an increase 
of £7,701,850, or 11°5 per cent., as compared with January, 1915; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £45,587,339, an increase of 
£10,444,282. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show an increase of £8,509,575, or 30°1 per cent., as com- 
pared with January, 1915; whilst there is an increase of €1,934.707, 
or 28°] per cent., in tlie Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise,

IV.—SHIPPING IN JANUARY. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
January, 1916, amounted to 2,519,064 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,901,816 tons, as against 2,532,353 tons entered, and 
3,407,755 tons cleared, during January, 1915. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during January, 
1916, amounted to 1,901,660 tons, and the tonnage departed to 
1,901,321 tons, as against 2,383,970 tons arrived, and 2,298,955 tons 
departed, in January, 1915. 
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GERMAN BANKS IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


H.M. Embassy at Washington has forwarded a copy of a Bulletin 
entitled ‘‘ Banking Opportunities in South America,” recently issued 
by the United States Department of Commerce at Washington, from 
which the following information relative to German banks in South 
America has been extracted :— 


To understand the energetic development of German banks in 
South America during the last forty-five years, it is necessary to 
consider the conditicns prevailing in Germany during that period 
and the strong forces working towards industrial and. banking 
expansion. It was realised in Germany that for the maintenance of 
prosperous development a large and rapidly growing export trade 
was required, In order to get this trade it was necessary to follow a 
definite programme which included the provision of better shipping 
favilities, and of better facilities for financing. It was also clearly 
realised that the tendency was towards large scale production in 
most industries, and that those concerns which could secure large 
sales in the world’s markets would enjoy an overwhelming advantage 
over smaller competitors. The German industries, therefore, in 
conjunction with the great German banks, began to follow a 
programme of concentration in Germany and expansion in foreign 
markets which has had a controlling influence on Germany’s foreign 
trade and, incidentally, on Germany’s foreign banking. 


Another influence of importance is the fairly well-marked division 
of German industrial interests into a small number of groups, each 
one of which centres about and is allied to one of the great banks. 
To some extent this is true in other countries, especially where 
banking is centralised— notably in Canada—but it is especially clear 
and well recognised in Germany. Hence each one of the great banks 
is under especially strong pressure to foster and develop the interests 
of its important clients, even at the expense of some temporary risk 
or sacrifice for itself. This is doubtless the primary motive which 
has induced the great German banks one after another to enter 
foreign fie!ds. 

There is a widespread notion outside Germany that the German 
{iovernment has itself actively intervened for the purpose of stimula- 
ting foreign trade expansion and has brought pressure to bear on 
ierman banking interests, leading them to push ahead more rapidly 
than their private business interests would have required. This idea 
may or may not be correct; there is no special evidence pertaining 
to South American banking development to sustain it. At any rate 
it is easy to explain the policy of these banks as being based upon 
purely business considerations. As a matter of fact, there ha 
probably been much exaggeration of the thought that the German 
banks are primarily self-sacrificing instruments of an ambitious 
national programme rather than ordmary business enterprises. ‘Thus 
the statement is frequently repeated that the British banks in South 
America aim first and all the time for profits, while the German banks 
aim at development of their national interests.

German Banks in South America. 


All the German banks in South America have been so managed as 
to show fair to guod profits. Nor have the national interest and 
connections of the German banks necessarily stood in the way 
of their using custonjary methods to build up their own earnings. 
The four German institutions are in vigorous competition with each 
other. There has been no hesitancy on the part of German banks in 
accepting the accounts and serving the interests of American firms, 
even in some cases of firms that are in direct competition with 
German houses. lKach bank aims to protect its own clients, but not 
necessarily the clients of 1ts German competitors. 


‘There are at the present time five German banks operating in South 
America. One is a comparatively small institution, the German 
Antiéquia Bank. The paid-up capital of each of the four large banks 
was as follows in 1913:—The German Trans-Atlantic Bank, 
(30,000,000 marks); the Brazilian Bank of Germany, (15,000,000 
marks) ; the Bank of Chile and Germany, (5,000.0U0 marks) ; and the 
German Bank of South America, (20,000,000 marks.). These four 
banks are owned almost or quite entirely by one or more of the 
great German banks; although each one of the South American 
banks is distinctly a separate corporation with its own management, 
yet 1t must be regarded as primarily an offshoot of its parent bank. 


Each one of the German banks in South America operates, or, at 
least started to operate, in fairly well-defined territory and _ still 
maintains a “zone of influence ” in which it aims to hold the leadin; 
place. The German Trans-Atlantic Bank started in Argentina aa 
has ouly within recent years expanded along the west coast and into 
Brazil. This is not only the largest. but the most aggressive of the 
German banks, and apparently has been the one least disposed to 
respect any ‘‘community of interest” arrangement. The Brazilian 
Bank has always confined itself, as its name implies, to Brazil. The 
Bank of Chile and Germany has kept strictly within the limits of 
Chile except for a short-lived incursion into Bolivia; it has, however, 
in spite of its concentration of efforts, been compelled to yield first 
place in its own field to the German Trans-Atlantic Bank. The 
German Bank of South America is a late-comer, but has aggressively 
expanded from its first South American branch in Buenos Aires into 
Brazil and Chile. By reason of the fact that it entered into direct 
competition with well-established German institutions it has had a 
hard fight for business. , 

Taking as a basis the reports made to various South American 
Governments, supplemented and checked by estimates based on 
earnings, the. distribution of South American deposits in German 
banks in the latter part of 1913 may be taken to have been approxi- 
mately as tabulated below; there are discrepancies between the totals 
arrived at in this manner and the totals shown on the published 
balance sheets of the banks; these discrepancies are presumably 
due in part to the fluctuating exchange and in part to deposits in 
Kurope not included in the tollowing table :—

INCREASED COMMERCIAL ACTIVITY IN FRANCE. 


H.M, Consul-General in Paris (Mr. W. R. Hearn) has forwarded a 
translation of a statement, published in “Le Temps” of 12th 
January, relating to the Returns of taxes and State monopolies 
in France in 1915, issued by the ‘‘ Administration des Finances,” 
from which the following has been abstracted :— 

There is a remarkable improvement in the returns for registration, 
in taxes imposed on the sale of personal property, on commercial 
paper, on receipt stamps, and on advertisements, that is to say on 
taxes in direct relation to the economic life of the country. 

The same tendency towards a revival of commercial activity is 
shown in the Customs Returns, which have further increased by the 
re-establishment of the tax on cereals. 

During 1915 indirect taxation produced 3,084,483.300 frs., 
decrease of 139,683,600 frs., equal to 4°33 per cent., on the total of 
1914, of which only the last five months were affected hy the war. 
The returns of a normal year, based on the figures for 1913, and 
taking into account new taxes, &c., show a total of 3,864,934.690 frs.; 
the loss in 1915, in comparison with those figures, is therefore only 
789,151,390 frs., or 29°19 per cent. 

Taking the month of December, 1915, the returns show a total 
revenue of 289,630,000 frs., a decrease of 58.421,660 frs., or 16°78 per 
cent. as compared with December, 1913, and an _ increase of 
78,251,000 frs., or 37°02 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
month i in 1914. (C. 3,187.) 
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FOREIGN CAPITAL INVESTED IN COMMERCIAL 
UNDERTAKINGS IN ITALY. 

The following particulars regarding the amount of foreign capital 
invested in commercial undertakings in Italy have been extracted 
from the January issue of the “Bulletin” of the British Chamber of 
Commerce for Italy :— 

The foreiga capital invented in commercial undertakings in Italy 
is estimated at between 600,000,000 lire to 900,000,000 “live (about 
624,000,000 to £36,000,000). This estimate is based upon the 
taxes paid on the capital employed by foreign companies established 
in Italy, taking also into account the resources such companies obtain 
by credit, especially by bonds redeemable by yearly payments, and 
the sums put by from the premiums received by the insurance 
societies. Further, there is undoubtedly a good deal of foreign 
capital invested in pseudo Italian concerns, so that it is somewhat 
difficult to make any exact computation of the real total. 

‘rom the list published in the Official Bulletin of the Commercial 
T'ax Department (‘‘ Direzione General delle 'lasse sugli Affari ’’) may 
be gathered the position of the foreign companies in Italy which, on 
3ist December, 1913, were subject to taxation :— 

Foreign companies engaged in steam navigation and shipping.—The 
capital of the foreign steam navigation and shipping companies 
amounted to 28,528,000 lire (about £1,141,12V) divided amongst the 
various nationalities as follows :—Austro-Hungarian, 1,361,000 lire 
(£54,440); French, 4,740, 000 lire (£189,600); German, 11,623,000 
lire (£464, 9: 20); British 8,800,000 lire (£352,000); Dutch, 34,000 
lire (£1,360) ; and Spanish 1 970,000 ire (£78,800). 

Foreign insurance companies : ~The capital employed by foreign 
insurance companies amounted to 30,844,759 lire (about £1,473,790) 
which was divided amongst the various nationalities as follows :— 
Austrian, 12,611,000 lire (£504,400); Belgian, 20,000 lire (£800) ; 
French, 13,405 lire (£036); German, 6,158,728 lire (£246, 350) ; 
British, 2,104,126 lire (£84,165) ; Dutch, 160,000 lire (£6,400) ; 
United States, 680,000 lire (£27,200); and Swiss, 1,705,905 lire 
(£68,256). 

Companies engayed 4 eve? "Y other kind of ope rations.— The capital of 
foreign companies engaged in other businesses amounted to 
165,326,946 lire (about £18,613,078), divided amongst the various 
nationalities as  follows:—-Austro- Hungarian, 4, 882,000 lire 
(L195 200); Belgian, 181,419,896 lire (£7,256,795); French, 
126,040,552 lire (£5,041,6: 20) 5 German, 10,079,395 lire (£403,175) ; 
British, 97,320,689 lire (£3,892,827) ; Dutch, 50,000 lire (£2,000) ; 
Russian, 1,350,000 lire (£04.00); United Srates, 550,000 lire 
(£22,000) ; and Swiss, 43,634,412 lire (€1,745,37 6). 

Thus the total capital of all foreign companies in Italy subject to 
taxation, as reported in the Official Bulletin referred to, amounted in 
1915 to a total of 530,699,705 lire (£21,227,988). It is pointed out, 
however, that the taxes actually paid in the financial year 1915-14 
amounted to 89,299 lire (£5,572) by foreign insurance companies, 
and by all other foreign companies to 1,659,080 lire (£66,363), 
corresponding respectively to a capital of about 37,000,000 lire 
(£1,480,000) and 692,000,000 lire (£27,680,000), or a total of about 
729,000,000 lire (£29,160,000), the difference between the two totals 
being due to various causes.

SPAIN. 


‘The “ Gaceta de Madrid” for the 3lst January contains a series of 
Royal Orders, dated the 30th January, which 
reduce or suspend the Customs duties on certain 
articles imported into Spain, as shown below :— 

Sugar.—The Customs duty on sugar of 
60 pesetas per 100 kilogs., fixed by the Law of the 15th July, 1914, 
is reduced to the level of the internal duty on sugar, viz., 25 pesetas 
per 100 kilogs. 

In the case of Spanish sugars exported, no refund of internal duty 
is to be made; and, if internal duty has not been paid, an amount 
of 25 pesetas per 100 kilogs. shall be levied as export duty. 


Suspension and 
Reduction of 
Import Duties. 


Cereals.—The exemption from Customs duties accorded by the 
Royal Orders of the Ist January, 1916,* in respect of barley and oats 
imported into Spain from abroad is extended to cover dari or sorghum, 
millet, and also rye and other cereals included under No. 625 of 
the Spanish Customs Tariff. 

The exemption from duty does not apply to such cereals destined 
for the production of alcohol, in respect of which distillers must pay 
Customs duty on such cereals brought into their factories at the rates 
established in the ‘Tariff (viz., 8 pesetas per 100 kilogs. for dari or 
sorghum, 5 pesetas for millet, and 4 pesetas for rye and other cereals). 

Pulse.—The exemption from Customs duty accorded by the Royal 
Orders of the Ist January, 1916,* in respect of lentils aud kidney 
beans imported into Spain is extended to cover all other pulse (dried 
leguminous products) included under Tariff No. 628. 

Flours and meals.—Flours (meal) of barley and other cereals, 
including those of maize, millet and dari (‘l'ariff No. 626) are 
exempted from import duty. 

Hemp and hemp iow.—Hemp, raw and hackled, and hemp tow 
imported into Spain from abroad are exempted from Customs duty. 


Iron and steel scrap.—The reduced import duty of 10 centimos per 
100 kilogs. net, prescribed by the Royal Decree of the Ist January, 
1916,* in respect of iron and steel scrap (Tariff No. 56) is now 
suppressed, so that such scrap may now be imported into Spain free 
of Customs duty.

A translation of these Articles is appended hereto :— 

Article 54.—In places where there is no Mexican Consul or Con- 
sular Officer, the shippers should make out their Invoices in tripli- 
cate* only; and in other respects in accordance with the regulations 
established in the preceding Articles of the Customs Regulations. 
Shippers are to forward on the same day, through the local post-office 
in registered envelopes (Sec. II of Article 6 of the Postal Union), 
one copy of the invoice to the Head Office of the Customs in Mexico, 
and another to the Collector of Customs at the Mexican port to which 
the goods are being despatched. 

The shipper must be careful to obtain from the postmaster the 
receipts for the registered letters, which receipts he must transmit to 
the consignee in the port to which the goods are despatched. ‘I'he 
consignee, in turn, must present them to the Custom house with the 
third copy of the invoice on making the request for clearance. 

The fact that the certification of the invoices may have been 
performed by the Consul of some friendly nation does not exempt 
the shipper from the obligation of complying with the provisions 
of this Article, 

Article 55,— Failure to produce an invoice certified by the Mexican 
Consul or the receipts for the registered letters which, in accordance 
with Article 54, are required to be presented to the Custom house 
by the consignee of the goods, will be punished by the collection of 
double Customs duties on the goods imported ; and in this case the 
specification of the goods in the corresponding Petition for Clearance 
will not require to be made, as this must be made by the examining 
Custom-house officer at the moment of clearance, when the Collector 
of Customs must be personally present, whatsoever the rank of the 
Custom house may be. 

The same penalty will be applied in the case of goods exempted 
from the payment of the duties to which they are subject by the 
Tariff. (C. 4,480.) 


VENEZUELA.

The following is a statement of the principal provisions of the 
Budget Law for Brazilian Budget Law for 1916 (Law No. 3070A 
1916 of the 3lst December, 1915, published in the 
‘Diario Official” for the 2nd January, 1916) as 
regards import duties, &c., leviable in Brazil. ‘The Law also modifies 
in some details the consumption duties which are leviable on certain 
products whether imported or of domestic manufacture; a notice 
respecting these duties will be published in next week’s issue of the 
‘ Board ot Trade Journal.” 


Import dutres.-Import duties are to be levied in accordance 
with the Tarift approved by the Decree of the 19th March, 1900, 
with the modifications introduced therein by the Budget Suis for 
the years 1904-1908 and 1911-1915, with ‘the following further 


alterations : — 
The provision in the Budget Law for 1918 in respect of the duty on 


American ingot iron is revoked ; 

The provision in the Budget Law for 1915 in respect of the duiy on Reuter’s 
pills is revoked, and the rate of duty formerly leviable on such pills 
[45 milreis per kilogramme] is re- imposed ; 

Tariff No. 127 is to read as follows :—‘ Catechu, tanbark, quebracho or any 
other vegetable extract containing tannin, dry, in paste or liquid, for 
use in tanning hidesorkins,’ the duty being fixed at 100 reis per kileg, ; 

“ Aeroplanes, hydroplanes, dirigibles, and the like, and accessories there- 
for,’’ are to be added to Tariff No. 1009, and are to pay a duty of 
7 per cent. ad valorem; 

Chloride of sodium (common salt), coarse or impure [Tariff No. 213], is to 
pay 30 reis per kilogramme ; 

Detached parts for pianos [Tariff No. atin are to pay duty as follows :— 


Detached parts of mechanisms ... ... 6 milreis per kilog. 
Keyboards, plain... as i ... 20 milreis each. 
Keyboards, with mechanism _ did ... 60 milreis each. 


Incandescent electric lamps with carbon or metal filament are to pay 
2 milreis per kilogramme (gross weight) ; 

Barbed iron wire and oval (ovalado) wire, of 18 by 16 and 19 by 17, includ- 
ing staples and hooks, droppers of iron or steel for fences, and their 
stretchers or winders [Tariff No. 740] are to pay 20 reis per kilogramme. 

Surtaves.—The 2 per cent. (gold) tax on cereals (Nos. 93, 90 
[barley in the grain], 96, 97, 98, 100 and 101 of the Tariff), and 
the surtax of 10 per cent. (paper) on the registration charge (expe- 
diente) on duty-free goods, are maintained in force. As in pre- 
vious Budget Laws the Government is authorised (1) to levy, for 
the benefit of a fund to be expended in the improvement of 
Brazilian ports carried out by the Federal Government, a tax, not 
exceeding 2 per cent. (gold) upon the official import valuations™, 
exception being made in the case of the articles subject to the 
surtax on cere% als: and (2) to levy a tax of from 1 to 5 reis per 
kilog. on merchandise loaded or discharged at Brazilian ports, 
according to the value of the goods, when proceeding from or 
destined for other ports. 


* The present Budget Law authcrises the levy of this tax at the following 
Customs houses :— Rio de Janeiro, Recife, Bahia, Rio Grande do Sul, 
Maranhao, Ceara, Rio Grande do Norte, Parahyba, Espirito Santo, Parana, 
Santa Catharina, Matto Grosso, Alagoas, Parnahyba, Aracajti and Para.

Exemptions from Customs duty.—The provisions of the Budget 
Law for 1914 as regards exemptions from Customs duty (see the 
notice at page 485 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ for the 19th 
February, 1914, and the earlier notice there referred to) are con- 
tinued in force. Exemption from Customs duty 1s also accorded 
in respect of :- 

Materials imported by the authorities of the Cathedral of Sao Paulo for work 
thereon ; 

Machines and their accessories destined for freezing establishments which 
may be established subsequent to the date of the present Budget Law 
for developing the frozen meat industry ; 

Goods imported by the * Associagao Brasileira dos Escoteiros”’ 

Chile saltpetre for use as manure. 

Article 6 ot the Law provides for the creation of a register of 
beef-drying establishments, and accords exemption from Customs 
duty in respect of salt imported for and actually used in the jerk- 
ing of beef in such establishments. This exemption is to be caleu- 
lated at the rate of 45 kilogs. of salt for every beast slaughtered. 

Reduced Customs duties—The following are to pay 5 per cent. 
ad valorem (assessed on the value shown on the invoice) :— 


Scholastic articles for free primary public schools, imported by the State 
Governments, the Federal District Authorities, and the Municipalities, 
and articles imported directly by the “ Assuciacao Brasileira dos Escoteires de 
8S. Paulo,” and other similar bodies, provided that these articles are indelibly 
marked in such a way as to make them entirely unsuitable fur any other use. 


The following are to pay 8 per cent. ad valorem : 

Apparatus destined for dairies, and glass and earthenware receptacles, also 
aluminium wrappers and recipients destined for national dairies, printed 
metal sheets and accessories for the same, and for the manufacture of 
tins for butter, lard, bacon, sweets and preserves, provided that these 
articles are imported by the actual makers of these goods for their own 
use, also plain sheets imported by Brazilian lithographical establishments, 
and destined for lard, butier, &c., factories, but only in so far as they 
actually are supplied to such factories ; 

Material imported for the construction of any church (femplo) of any 
religion, except such materials as may be regarded as “ works of art,”’ 
which may be imported duty-free; 

Apparatus and accessories destined exclusively for the industrial applica- 
tion (power, light, and heating) of alcohol; 

Material destined for the first public installation of light, power, viacao 
urbana—excluding materials destined for private installations—wate1 
supply, drainage, paving ;including road-breakers), and materials for 
sanitary work (saneamento) and general improvement, motors and rollers 
for road-making, refuse incinerators, articles for the improvement and 
conservation of harbour bars, bridges, railways and electric tram- 
ways, &Xc., articles for analytical laboratories, penitentiaries and prisons, 
materials destined for the service of harbours and clearance of docks and 
canals, galvanised corrugated iron water pipes for iaying down in roads— 
all these when imported on the requisition of the State Govern- 
ments or of Municipalities (including the Federal District Authorities) 
for works undertaken by them (the dutiable value, in the case of materials 
for sanitary work, being the commercial or invoice value), and agricultural 
machines imported by State Governments: 

Floating materials for the navigation service of the rivers and lakes of 
the Republic, and metallic parts imported for the construction of sailing 
ships and steamers in Brazilian yards ; 

Materials imported by the Pernambuco Commercial Association for the 
installation of its new property in Recife:

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Machines and appurtenances for first installation imported by individuals 
or companies who propose to develop the use of cotton and animal and 
vegetable fibres in the manufacture of thread and twisted sewing silk, 
or why propose to utilise the same products and the products of babassu 
nuts* in industries not yet established in Brazil; 

Machines and accessomes indispensable for the instalJation of freezing 
establishments of any kind for industrial use, provided that the plans for 
such installation have been previously submitted to the Ministry of 
Fazenca iu order tw preveut the trauaulent use of the macuines and 
accessories for other purposes ; 

Metallic silos imported direct by agriculturists. 

Commercial travellers’ samples, §c.—The privileges accorded 
by paragraph 27 of Article 2 of the Preliminary Dispositions to the 
Tariff (¢.e., duty-free admission of goods intended for re-exporta- 
tion, subject to the deposit of the amount of duty payable, or to 
the furnishing of adequate guarantees) is extended to samples

from which the samples are imported, and if all the samples con- 
tained in each package are prope rly specitied in a detailed note. 
The ** expediente ’’ charge is in this case reduced to 5 per cent. 
Catalogues, prospec tuses, posters, and showcards of any kind are, 
if containing prints (estampas), to be subject to half the duties 
fixed in Tariff No. 604 [2nd section, & Note] f if their sole pur- 
pose is to advertise industrial products; articles suitable for adver- 
tisements or Free of such products (such as small knives, 
pencil-holders, cigar-holders, &c., &c.) shall pay the duties fixed 
for such articles in the Tariff, w ith a Porat of 50 per cent., pro- 
vided they are not intended to be offered for sale and that their use 
(as advertisements, &c.) is indicated by a legend engraved on the 
articles. 

Preferential Customs dutics-—As in previous Budget Laws, the 
Government is authorised to reduce the Customs duties on one or 
more articles by not more than 20 per cent. (or by not more than 
30 per cent. in the case of wheat flour) in favour of countries which 
accord tariff concessions to Brazilian products, especially coffee 


and tobacco. 

{|.Vote.—In this connection the Board of Trade are in receipt, 
through the Foreign Office, of telegraphic information to the effect 
that, in virtue of the above-mentioned authorisation, a Brazilian 
Presidential Decree was pu blished on 12th January, renewing for

UNITED KINGDOM. 


An Order-in-Counct], dated 3rd February, and published in the 
‘* London Gazette ” of 4th l'ebruary, further amends 
the Regulations (called the ‘* Defence of the Realm 
(Consolidation) Regulations, 1914”) made under 
the Defence of the Realm Consolidation Act, 1914, 
for securing the public safety and the defence of 
the Realm.

For the purpose of preventing congestion of traffic at ports 
and harbours in the United Kingdom, whereby the successful 
prosecution of the war may be endangered, it shall be lawful for the 
committee (called the Port and ‘T'ransit Executive Committee) 
specially constituted for the purpose by the First Lord of the 
Treasury, to issue directions for regulating the traffic at such ports 
and harbours, subject however to any regulations or orders made or 
given under Regulations 37, 358 or 39, and it shall be the duty of 
every dock and harbour company and authority to whom any such 
directions are issued, and they are hereby empowered, to comply 
with the directions, including any directions requiring the company 
or authority to discourage avoidable delay on the part of persons 
using the dock or harbour facilities by means of the imposition of 
additional charges for the user beyond such time as may under the 
circumstances of the case be reasonable, or by any other means.”

ECUADOR. 


The “ Registro Oficial ” (Quito) of 21st October last publishes a Decree, 
dated 15th October, authorising the Executive 
Soutien with the ae to enter into a contract with the “ United 
aie tite States and Kcuador Steamship Company,” of 
Delaware, for the establishment of a steamship 

service between the two countries. ‘The service-will be between one of 
the principal ports on the Atlantic coast of the United States (Phila- 
delphia by preference) and the port of Guayaquil, vid the Panama 
Canal. ‘The vessels used for this service will be registered under the 
Keuadorean flag, the company engaging to commence the service 
within 18 months of the date of the signing of the contract, with two 
first-class steamships for passengers and cargo, and having a speed of 


Projected Steamship 
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20 knots. Within two years of commencing the service two more 
similar vessels are to be put on the route. 

The company undertakes to carry out the following works in 
connection with the service referred to :—The installation of wireless 
stations at Guayaquil and other points on the Ecuadorean coast; the 
provision of coast lights and buoys; the construction of steel wharves 
at Guayaquil, Manta, Card4quez Bay, and other places; the construction 
of warehouses, workshops, coal depéts, &c. at the various ports and 
also an arsenal and dock at a suitable point on the Gulf of Guayaquil. 
fuel and materials required by the company for its service will be 
granted duty-free importation. 

The company further agrees to pay special attention to the 
development of the cattle industry of Ecuador. A first-class abattoir 
will be erected in connection with the meat export trade, Within 
18 months from the signing of the contract the comp ny is to invest 
not less than 1,000,000 sucres (£100,000) in the establishment and 
working of one or more experimental stations.

CANADA 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) 
— reports that the retiring President of the ‘Toronto 
——oe Board of Trade, in his address at the annual 
Ontario in 1915. 
meeting of the Board on 17th January, stated 
that the condition of the mining industry in Ontario during 1915 
was, on the whole, satisfactory. Both in the copper-nickel region 
around Sudbury and in the Porcupine gold-mining district “the 
production was greater than in any previous year. In the Cobalt 
silver mining region, owing to the very low price of silver during 
the year, the output for 1915 will fall short of that of the previous 
year. 

While the production from the chief mining regions of Ontario has 
been very satisfactory, there has been little done in prospecting and 
development of new camps during the past year. This is due to 
tight money, lack of demand for undeveloped claims, and possibly, to 
the higher cost of development. 

A Royal Commission appointed by the Government of Ontario to 
consider the wisdom of exporting nickel matte and ores from Canada 
is at present engaged in a thorough study of this important 
problem. ‘The chief regions of the world where ores of nickel are 
mined, smelted, and refined will be visited so that the very best 
information should be before the Government when the time comes 
to decide on the policy to be pursued. (C.1.B, 3,843.)

H.M. Consul at Pernambuco (Mr. H. E. Dickie) reports that the 
cotton crop in Pernambuco district for the 1914-15 
Penenieen season was of poor quality owing to prolouged 
District rains, many of the plants having died owing, to 
excessive moisture. As nearly as can be ascer- 
tained 247,157 bales of 80 kilogs. each, about an average crop, arrived 
in Pernambuco, the average price being 12°857 milreis per arroba 
(about 465d. per lb.) as compared with 380,166 bales in the 1915-14 
season, the price then being 12°051 milreis per arroba (about 4°57d. 
per lb). The prospects for the 1915-16 season are for a normal crop. 
In the Ceara district the cotton prospects are believed to be in a very 
bad way, while in the State of Parahyba a good crop is expected.

Ground which had been like flagstones will now be work- 
able, replanting of cane will be able to be carried out, and the large 
numbers of emigrants from Ceara, who had been sent up country to 
many of the “ usinas,” will now be able to get work. Although it is 
late, they will get most of the replanting done, and some new plant- 
ing may also be effected, so that even if the weather henceforward 
should not be altogether favourable, out of the larger planting a 
fair crop may be more or less guaranteed.

CANADA. 


According to an article in the January issue of “ Industrial Canada,” 
a copy of which has been received from H.M. 
Packing of Goods. ‘l'rade Commissioner in Canada (Mr. C. Hamilton 
Wickes), one of the chief causes of damage to 
merchandise in transit by rail or lake is the inadequacy of packages 
or containers, either jn construction or in material, to withstand 
several handlings. 

The increasing cost of material for boxing and crating has probably 
influenced the adoption of less and Jighter material; the increased 
trainloads to meet the demand for faster movement of goods, and the 
extension of trade areas, necessitating longer hauls and more transfers. 
all contribute to the losses caused by the breakage of packing cases, 

Complaints as to losses have been so numerous that carriers west 
of the lakes are giving notice to steamship lines that goods will 
not be accepted for transportation unless the containers are in good 
condition. ‘This will cause serious delay in transit of goods and 
cons-quent loss. 

Jomplaints in regard to all-rail carriage are not so frequent, be- 
cause, as a rule, goods are not handled in transit, as is the case 
when they are carried by lake and rail. 

The following specification for containers for canned goods has 
been recommended :— 

Boxes constructed with locked joint corners should have ends in one 
piece, or, if in more than one piece, ends should be re-inforced with 
cleats or metal corrugated fasteners and securely glued at corners ; 
where the ends are in more than one piece and not re-intorced, the 
boxes should be securely glued at the corners and bound with 
metal bands, or wire, completely encircling the box. In the case of 
boxes weighing 50 lbs. or over, the tops and bottoms should be 
fastened with not less than twelve nails; in the case of boxes con- 
taining less than 50 lbs., tops and bottoms should be fastened with 
not less than ten nails. 

Boxes nailed at corners should have ends in one piece; if with more 
than one piece, ends should be reinforced with cleats, or metal corru- 
gated fasteners, or should be constructed with the Linderman dovetail 
joints securely glued ; where the ends are in more than one piece 
and not reinforced they should be bound with metal bands or wire 
completely encircling each end of the box. (C.L.B. 3,818.)

NATIONAL INSURANCE ACT'S, 1911 TO 1915. 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1537. Workmen who are employed in an establishment which is 
engaged wholly or mainly in the repair of vehicles and who are 
engaged in making iron and steel hardware in connection with such 
repair work, 

This decision modifies decision B 1295 (‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of the 20th March, 1915) 

1538. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of pit cages. 

(Applicat ion 353.) 


CorrEcTION.—Decision No. B 1036 (‘Board of Trade 
Journal” of the 3rd February, 1916) should be No. B 1536. 


Note.— Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
